County attorney responds to 
questions regarding the 
proposed Bluegrass Pipeline 


Pendleton County Attorney Jeff 
Dean made the following statement 
concerning the proposed Bluegrass 
Pipeline. 

"There have been a number of 
questions raised by local citizens 
regarding the proposed Bluegrass 
Pipeline. Those questions lead me 
to believe there is also a great deal 
of confusion surrounding the proj¬ 
ect. 

Citizens should be aware this is a 
private project being proposed by 
privately owned corporations. It is 
not a county, state or federal govern¬ 
ment project. 

Because this is a private project 
involving interstate commerce, 
there will be a number of state and 
federal regulatory agencies that 
must approve the pipeline before 
those corporations may begin con¬ 
struction. The Pendleton County 
Fiscal Court passed a resolution on 
August 19th urging those state and 


federal agencies to closely investi¬ 
gate this project. A copy of the reso¬ 
lution can be obtained from the 
county judge/executive’s office. 

At the Fiscal Court meeting on 
August 19, there was discussion that 
a number of citizens have been 
approached by representatives of 
the company seeking permission to 
enter private property for the pur¬ 
pose of conducting a survey. As a 
landowner, you have the right to 
deny those representatives access to 
your property. This is a personal 
business decision that must be made 
by each land owner. 

It was also discussed that some 
citizens have been asked by com¬ 
pany representatives to sign various 
documents. As county attorney, I 
have been asked what a citizen 
should do when approached by 
company representatives. As in any 
business transaction, my advice is 
that you should review any docu¬ 


ments with an attorney before sign¬ 
ing them. You should carefully 
weigh all aspects of the transaction 
and make certain you have suffi¬ 
cient facts upon which to base your 
decision. 

At some point the company may 
attempt to seek an easement across 
your property for the purpose of 
constructing the pipeline. An ease¬ 
ment is a legal document which 
transfers a legal interest in your 
property to another person or busi¬ 
ness. Again, and I cannot stress this 
enough, you should review any doc¬ 
ument with an attorney prior to 
signing it. Once it is signed you will 
have entered into a legally binding 
agreement and you cannot change 
your mind. An easement may well 
remain on your property forever. It 
will affect your ownership interest 
in the property as well as the inter¬ 
ests of future generations."

The proposal of the Blue¬ 
grass Pipeline has created 
grave concerns for many lead¬ 
ers and citizens of Pendleton 
County. 

The Pendleton Fiscal Court 
held a meeting concerning the 
proposed pipeline on Monday, 
August 19. After much delib¬ 
eration it was decided to adopt 
a resolution regarding the pro¬ 
posed Bluegrass Pipeline. The 
concerns of the fiscal court 
were in reference to the lack of 
advance review by any gov¬ 
ernmental body as to the 
necessity, alternatives, routing, 
and public health, safety, and 
environmental consequences 
of natural gas liquids pipelines 
such as the proposed pipeline. 
As well as the possibility that 
landowners in Pendleton 
County may be burdened with 
easements on their property 
for the pipeline due to the 
threat that their property may 
be condemned in the absence 
of agreement. 

There are a number of con¬ 
cerns among the residents of 
the county such as: the fire 


departments and emergency 
responders may being 
unequipped to handle a pipe¬ 
line emergency, the risk to the 
endangered mussels that make 
their home in the Licking 
River, the threat to the tourism 
which depends on Kincaid 
Lake and the Licking River, 
the danger to the Indiana Bats 
nests near the Licking River, 
the fact that this project brings 
no permanent jobs to the area, 
the deceptive tactics of the 
pipeline companies being used 
to obtain survey permission to 
Pendleton County landowners. 

A small group of concerned 
citizens have put together an 
information packet with a list¬ 
ing of questions and answers 
in reference to the Bluegrass 
Pipeline.

Board of Education 
holds special 
meeting

The Pendleton County Board of Education 
held a special meeting in the auditorium of 
Pendleton County High School on August 22, 
2013. The purpose of the session was to ratify 
past actions of the Board and to authorize pro¬ 
posed litigation. There was a call to order. 
After the agenda was approved the Board 
entered a closed session to discuss pending 
and proposed litigation. 

When the group returned to open forum 
School Board Attorney Don Ruberg addressed 
the audience. He said that the lawsuit filed 
against the Board had been dismissed by the 
judge, "It was dismissed before we even had to 
file an answer to it. It was dismissed because 
the judge said that it failed to state a cause of 
action under the Open Meetings Act. Unfortu¬ 
nately, even though that suit was dismissed, 
we’ve been informed that the attorney involved 
in that and possible others may be contemplat¬ 
ing yet another lawsuit. And it’s a situation. I 
don’t believe this other lawsuit has any more 
merit to it than the last one. But I am advising 
the Board at this point in time, in an attempt to 
hold off that lawsuit, to merely ratify actions 
that this Board has previously taken in an open 
session. All the actions the Board is being 
asked to do tonight, to ratify-if you go back in 
the minutes of the Board you will find that 
those items were discussed in open session. 
They were acted upon in open session. I’m not 
saying to redo these items. I’m just saying that 
I’d like the Board to ratify them. Just so we 
can stop this insanity of lawsuit after lawsuit. 
And we can go on with educating kids as 
opposed to spending money on legal fees. 
These actions should not be construed as any 
admission of wrong doing. They simply are 
not. All we are saying is, we did this previ¬ 
ously. We’re saying, we know we did this 
previously and we’re ratifying it again. And 
it’s not anything that this Board has to do. But 
hopefully it will help convince these people, 
who insist on filing suit after suit, that they 
shouldn’t be doing this. This Board is worried 
about the education of kids in Pendleton 
County. And all of these lawsuits, even when 
you get them dismissed, it could cost a lot of 
money. And I say this as the attorney that’s 
defending these lawsuits. At this point my 
recommendation to the Board would be to 
ratify these actions on tonight’s agenda. No 
admission that anything we’ve done is improp¬ 
er, that anything we’ve done is inappropriate, 
no violations of the Open Meetings Act, just 
simple ratifications."

A piece of Pendleton County history

brate Boston Steele Day from 9 
a.m. - 3 p.m. at the multi-pur¬ 
pose building at the park. There 
is sure to be good food. They 
say the fish sandwich is to kill 
for. Circle the date this Satur¬ 
day, August 28. There will be 
crafters there selling their 
wares. Pick up some early 
Christmas or birthday gifts or 
shucks, buy yourself something. 

We are running the history 
of the Boston Steele log cabin 
for those who have not read it. 

Within the grounds of Kin¬ 
caid Lake State Park sits a 
cabin, the third oldest existing 
dwelling in Pendleton County, 
which was restored by the state 
of Kentucky and now serves as 
the park office. Built by Boston 
Steele in 1878, it is held togeth¬ 
er by wooden pegs and dovetail 
joints. During the eighteenth 
and nineteenth centuries, nails 
remained scarce and expensive 
in some parts of Kentucky. 
Therefore builders learned to 
construct houses and barns by 
fitting wooden pegs so securely 
that some of these old structures 
remained sound more than a 
century after their construction. 

Boston Steele, the builder of 
the cabin, left Virginia at the 
age of 24 and in time made his 
way to Kentucky. In 1860, he

married Elizabeth Ramey of 
Greenup County. Boston and 
Elizabeth are listed in the first 
Pendleton County census taken 
in 1860.

has been extracted for use as fuel for 
household use and electricity genera¬ 
tion. 

What are NGLs used for? The are 
used for various purposes, including 
the manufacturing of plastics, heat¬ 
ing/cooking gas and vehicle fuel. 

What is the difference between 
natural gas and natural gas liquids 
(NGLs)? "Natural gas" is the impure 
hydrocarbons extracted from a gas 
well and the gas use for household 
heating across the country. NGLs are 
the compounds remaining after the 
methane has been extracted. 

Why aren't the NGLs being pro¬ 
cessed closer to their source? Trans¬ 
porting the NGLs to existing facili¬ 
ties and markets on the Gulf Coats 
would likely be more profitable than 
other options such as building new 
processing facilities near the source. 

Why not transport NGLs by rail? 
The pipeline will compete with rail¬ 
roads, so would be a way to divert 
revenue from railroads to pipeline 
operators. 

Are pipelines safer than other 
means of transportation? While the 
risk of railroad accident resulting in a 
spill is higher than that of a pipeline 
spill, the overall amount spilled from 
pipeline is over 200 times greater 
than rail car spills, according to U.S. 
Department of Transportation data. 

How often do pipeline leaks 
occur? According to the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation, in Kentucky 
there have been 69 overall pipeline 
incidents since 1986, resulting in six 
fatalities, 43 injuries and $82 million 
in property damage. As of 2011 there 
were only 38 miles of NGL pipelines 
in Kentucky. 

What happens when a leak 
occurs? Although the risk of a par¬ 
ticular leak may be low, the results 
can be locally catastrophic. Very 
small leaks are difficult to detect from 
a control center. An undetected leak 
can contaminate soil, creeks and riv¬ 
ers. A large leak, if it ignites can cause 
serious damage, injury and even loss 
of life. 

What's in it for our county or 
Kentucky? Landowners who negoti¬ 
ate easements for pipeline construc¬ 
tion and operation would receive a 
one-off payment. There could be 
some local temporary construction 
jobs if Williams/Boardwalk use local 
contractors and the county would 
receive some ad-valorem (usage) tax 
revenue, although the amount is not 
know. 

Where is the pipeline being locat¬ 
ed exactly? The exact route will 
depend on Williams/Boardwalk 
being able to negotiate easements on 
individual properties, but it is pro¬ 
posed to go generally southwest from 
the northeast corner of Pendleton 
County to the southwest corner. 

Can the pipeline developer con¬ 
demn property using eminent 
domain laws? Eminent domain 
power in Kentucky for this type of 
pipeline is not at all certain. 

What regulations are in place for 
the pipeline ? Unlike natural gas 
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pipelines, NGL pipelines are not 
subject to more rigorous environ¬ 
mental impact studies, and there are 
no rules about how far the pipelines 
should be away from structures. 

What's the harm in allowing a 
surveyor onto my property? The stan¬ 
dard agreement from land agents is 
very open-ended, so consider using 
an attorney to amend the agreement 
with more specifics about when peo¬ 
ple will be on your land, a limit to the 
duration of the agreement, a termina¬ 
tion clause and a copy of the survey 
report. 

If I already gave permission to 
survey, can I rescind it? Yes, send 
three letters by certified mail with 
return request advising that you are 
withdrawing your consent to survey 
your land. 

What can I do if I oppose the 
pipeline? Contact your state repre¬ 
sentatives, contact Governor Beshear 
at 302-364-2611, and stay in touch 
with developments at http://www. 
stopbluegrasspipeline.us. 

A press release from Boardwalk 
Pipeline Partners, LP told of the joint 
venture agreement to continue the 
development process for Bluegrass 
Pipeline, a project that would trans¬ 
port natural gas liquids from the 
Marcellus and Utica shale (in the 
Appalachian Basin states of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, West Virginia, southern New 
York and eastern Ohio) plays to the 
rapidly expanding petrochemical and 
export complex on the U.S. Gulf 
Coast, as well as the developing pet¬ 
rochemical market in the Northeast¬ 
ern U.S. The proposed pipeline 
would provide producers with 
200,000 barrels per day of mixed 
NGLs take-away capacity in Ohio, 
West Virginia and Pennsylvania in 
phase one.

"Fall Revival" 


The Need for Moral Constraint 


Many of our modern day 
church members have never expe¬ 
rienced a good of "Hell Fire and 
Brimstone" Revival. When I was 
growing up, my church, as well as 
most other similar denomina¬ 
tions, had at least one revival each 
year. Many times there was not 
just one, but several that lasted a 
whole week. 

The revival would begin on a 
Monday night, and then would 
meet each evening and end on 
Sunday night. If the revival still 
had "Spirit," I have seen revivals 
continue on to the next week and 
beyond. 

There was much strong 
preaching about Hell. There was 
lively singing, testimonies, and 
emotional experiences. The suc¬ 
cess of any revival was the number 
of converts saved. The following 
week usually found the congrega¬ 
tion meeting at the river for a 
baptismal service. 

Revival meetings offered not 
only a spiritual reviving, but for a 
young teenager, they presented an 
event for young people to "court" 
and "spark." (Old people know 
these terms, but for the younger 
set, "courting and sparking" 
meant dating.) 

I had just gotten my first car 
which was a 1954 powder blue 
and white Chevrolet. I was "hun¬ 
gry" to go sparking. 

I had met this pretty girl from 
a neighboring county at a ball- 
game. I just had to have a date 
with her, but her parents would 
not allow her to date. She told me 
that she would like to go out, but 


the only chance I had was to go to 
a revival that was in progress at 
her church. She thought that if we 
would go to the revival service, 
her parents would permit me to 
take her. This was my chance! 

She asked her parents and they 
granted permission, only if we 
attended the revival service. 

The night arrived. I went to 
her home, picked her up, and 
headed toward the service. Boy, 
was she dressed pretty! 

The church she attended was a 
little different than what I had 
been used to. They had more 
spirit and emotion. Amens and 
shouting accompanied remarks 
made by the preacher. Testimo¬ 
nies were given and a long and 
emotional invitation was given at 
the end with elaborate and 
descriptive stories of young peo¬ 
ple being killed on the way home 
from a revival and ending up in 
hell. 

The hymn "Just as I Am" was 
sung in its entirety, over and over 
again. 

The young fiery preacher 
actually walked and straddled the 
pews from front to back with 
arms outstretched shouting, "Sin¬ 
ners come to the alter and get 
forgiveness!" 

My friend got all emotional 
and headed toward the front. All 
who came forward knelt down in 
prayer. 

This church believed that a 
sinner had to "Be Prayed 
Through" for repentance. 

The elders and minister knelt 
beside the sinner in prayer.

"out of the way cemetery" that 
was near where she lived.

Senator Katie Stine's Frankfort Report 


After each 
national census, 
Kentucky’s Con¬ 
stitution requires 
the State Legisla¬ 
ture to realign our 
voting districts 
according to pop¬ 
ulation. The gov¬ 
ernor called the 
Legislature back into Special Ses¬ 
sion to accomplish this and as a 
result, our 24th senatorial district 
will now include Bracken County 
along with Campbell and Pendle¬ 
ton counties. Interestingly 
enough, I used to represent a part 
of Bracken County when I was a 
state representative in the 1990s 
but was moved by redistricting 
back then. The new plan in the 
Senate divides the minimum 
number of counties and no pre¬ 
cincts. It is not a politically-biased 
map, no incumbents are drawn 
together, but one that was drawn 
based on constitutional require¬ 
ments. Unfortunately, I do not 
feel that the House Leadership 
treated their Northern Kentucky 
members as fairly. The House 
map denies Northern Kentucky 
the additional seat that I believe is 
our due and overpopulates 
Republican districts while under¬ 


populating Democratic ones. 

Since the Legislature was 
scheduled to be in Frankfort, 
Senate and House Leadership 
decided to move all of August’s 
interim committee meetings to 
this week, in order to offset the 
cost of a Special Session. 

The Health and Welfare 
Committee met where we had an 
animated discussion about 
Obamacare’s healthcare exchang¬ 
es which the governor has imple¬ 
mented in Kentucky without leg¬ 
islative approval. I raised numer¬ 
ous questions about what author¬ 
ity the governor had to spend 
tax-dollars to hire more people 
and create a whole new agency of 
government. Will there be audits? 
Will there be tax increases to pay 
for this? There were no answers to 
these and other questions because 
the governor declined to send 
anyone from the Cabinet of 
Health and Family Services or the 
Department of Insurance to dis¬ 
cuss these matters. 

Finally, as a woman and as a 
leader, I wanted to share my 
observations regarding the sexual 
harassment allegations swirling 
around the capitol this week. 
Frankfort can be a challenging 
place for women but those chal¬ 


lenges should never include 
enduring sexual harassment, 
assault, or intimidation. If allega¬ 
tions are true of actions that 
occurred in the House, then they 
must be investigated and prose¬ 
cuted to the fullest extent possi¬ 
ble. It is unacceptable for anyone 
to have to endure abuse but worse 
still that those injuries could be 
compounded by their pleas for 
help falling on deaf ears. It is my 
hope that due process will be fol¬ 
lowed but more than that, that 
both men and women find a 
place and a culture here where 
they can serve the people of Ken¬ 
tucky professionally and be treat¬ 
ed with respect and dignity while 
doing so. 

With the governor’s signature 
on House Bill 1, the redistricting 
bill, this special session is now 
one for the history books. I will 
continue to attend committee 
meetings in Frankfort periodical¬ 
ly as we review legislation in 
preparation for January. I can be

Legislative perspective on Kentucky General Assembly 


Every decade, 
not long after the 
Census updates us 
on population 
changes across the 
country, all state 
governments are 
called upon to re¬ 
draw geographic 
boundaries for 
many of their 

elected offices. 

That was the sole task the 
General Assembly had before it 
last week when it met in a special 
legislative session, and the result 
was a new map for the House of 
Representatives and Senate that 
drew broad bipartisan majorities 
in both chambers Friday morning 
and was signed into law a short 
time later. Barring a court action, 
this is the map that will guide 
legislative elections in November 
2014. 

Our 78th Legislative District, 
I am proud to report, will stay 
largely intact. It will continue to 
contain all of Harrison and Pend¬ 
leton counties, and it will also 
include a small portion of Scott 
County as well. Although the 
district will no longer have Rob¬ 
ertson County or a southern por¬ 
tion of Campbell County, I will 
continue to do all I can to address 
any concerns they may have in the 
future. 

As you may know, this legisla¬ 
tion took a long path to reach this 
oint. The General Assembly 
egan preliminary work in 2011, 
and in 2012 my colleagues and I 
adopted maps for the state House 
and Senate as well as for our six 


U.S. Representative districts and 
the Kentucky Supreme Court. 

That court, however, was 
asked to review these maps, and it 
ruled that the district lines gov¬ 
erning the General Assembly’s 
seats needed to be modified before 
they could be enacted. In the 
House’s case, the justices said that 
too many small counties were 
divided, even though the number 
of splits was the same as the map 
that had been put in place in 
2002. 

In addition to this greater 
focus on county integrity, other 
long-standing rules also call for 
districts to stay roughly the same 
size - about 43,000 people in the 
House’s case - and they must also 
not dilute minority voting rights. 

Earlier this year, the House 
attempted to re-draw its map to 
include all of these requirements, 
but the Senate requested the issue 
be moved to early 2014, before 
the late-January deadline to file 
for office. One positive aspect of 
waiting was that it enabled the 
General Assembly to turn its full 
attention to strengthening the 
pension systems for our local and 
state government employees and 
their retirees, legislation that will 
save billions of tax dollars in the 
years ahead. 

When the General Assembly 
finished its work in March, many 
thought the redistricting process 
was done for the year. That time¬ 
table changed, however, when two 
lawsuits were filed in federal court 
that asked for a much quicker 
resolution. That is why Governor 
Beshear had little choice but to 


call last week’s special legislative 
session, so that the maps could be 
ready before any trial. The hope is 
that this new law will negate the 
need for any further judicial 
actions. 

While we wait for the final 
resolution, I want you to know 
that I have heard many of your 
concerns about this issue, and I 
agree that we need to look at ways 
to improve this process before 
redistricting is necessary again in 
the early 2020s. This will 
undoubtedly be a major topic of 
discussion when the General 
Assembly returns early next year. 

Redistricting may have been 
the main issue in the capitol last 
week, but it was not the only one. 
The House Agriculture and Small 
Business Committee, which I 
chair, also held its regular month¬ 
ly meeting at the Kentucky State 
Fair, as it traditionally does during 
this time of year. The State Fair 
gives many of our farmers a won¬ 
derful opportunity to highlight 
their hard work, so I am glad that 
our committee did not have to 
miss this event. 

Although the General Assem¬ 
bly is not scheduled to meet again 
until January, I encourage you to 
contact me at any time of the year.

Teaching kids how to extend the summer harvest 


It's August and blazing hot, 
and your kids may be more inter¬ 
ested in the local swimming hole 
than they are in the garden. But 
in just a few weeks, autumn tem¬ 
peratures will bring relief and, for 
some folks, an end to the growing 
season. The cooler weather also 
means fewer ripe vegetables to 
pick each day, and you and your 
child or grandchild may want to 
protect a few favorite plants to 
extend your fresh harvests as long 
as possible. And often there's a 
tangible bonus to extending the 
season - nurse your plants 
through a few chilly nights, and 
you may be rewarded by a glori¬ 
ous period of Indian summer that 
keeps the veggie harvest coming 
in. 


The changing seasons offer a 
great teaching opportunity. 
Spend some time with your child 
talking about day length, sun¬ 
light, and temperature and how 
these affect plant growth at dif¬ 
ferent times of year. This is also a 
good time to start a late crop of 
cool-season vegetables. Children 
may be amazed to learn that even 
in cold climates, you can plant 
some vegetables in late summer 
and reap tasty rewards in Octo¬ 
ber. Here are some planting ideas 
and techniques to help you 
extend the growing season. 

Movable containers 
Planting vegetables in con¬ 
tainers offers considerable late- 
season flexibility. Shorter days 
and a lower angle of sunlight 
mean more shadows on your 
deck or patio. Movable contain¬ 
ers let you reposition the pots so 
your plants get the most sun. If 
existing container plants are 
struggling in late summer, con¬ 
sider removing them and replant¬ 
ing with fast-growing, cool-sea- 
son vegetables, such as lettuce, 
spinach, radishes, and kale. When 
cold weather arrives, container 
gardens are easy to protect with 
plastic tarps or sheets. If a hard 
frost threatens, you can move 
containers of vegetables you care 
about to very protected locations, 
or even indoors. 

Protecting prized plants 
If you've grown a delicious 
cherry tomato or a special basil 
with your kids, you'll want to 
protect this precious plant for as

long as possible. You can use a 
number of readily available 
household materials to cover 
individual plants: plastic sheets, 
old blankets, towels, and even 
baskets. When covering a large 
plant like a tomato, use stakes to 
erect a 'tent' frame that keeps the 
covering material from touching 
the plant's foliage. Cold tempera¬ 
tures can damage any leaves that 
come in direct contact with the 
material. 

A favorite material for pro¬ 
tecting plants and extending the 
season is floating row cover. This 
lightweight, cheesecloth-like, 
white fabric lets in oxygen, water, 
and sunshine, but keeps the air 
around plants above freezing, 
even when temperatures dip into 
the low 20s (F). It's a great mate¬ 
rial for protecting young crops or 
smaller plants like peppers, and it 
can give you a jump on spring 
gardens, too! Floating row cover 
is available at garden centers, 
nurseries, and some mailorder 
catalogs. 

Cold frames 

Kids love projects, and build¬ 
ing a simple cold frame is an ideal 
one for this time of year. Essen¬ 
tially, a cold frame is a miniature 
greenhouse that protects plants 
from chilling winds and low tem¬ 
peratures. Some cold frames are 
constructed with plastic or nylon 
sheeting held aloft on wire hoops 
or wooden frames; others are 
made from rigid polycarbonate 
or even glass. As the sun passes 
through the clear or translucent 
covering, it warms the air and 
ground inside the cold frame. 


Some of this warmth is retained 
overnight when the outside tem¬ 
perature drops. You can add to 
your cold frame's heat-storage 
capacity by placing dark-colored 
plastic jugs filled with water in 
the unit. The sun warms the 
water in the jugs during the day 
and the heat radiates out at night 
to help keep nearby plants warm. 

If you have an old window 
and some planks or scrap lumber, 
you can build a simple cold 
frame. Nail the scrap wood 
together to form a four-sided 
base and top it with the storm 
window. Adjust the height of the 
sides according to the crops you 
want to grow in it. If you hinge 
the window to the wood frame at 
the back you can easily prop open 
the window on warm days to 
regulate heat. On cold nights, 
close the window and cover it 
with an old blanket. For a more 
refined structure, build the base 
so the front is lower than the 
back and the sides are angled 
between the two heights. Again, 
hinge the window to the wood 
frame at the back. An angled cold 
frame maximizes the sun your 
plants receive. 

Ideally, locate the completed 
cold frame on a south-facing 
slope backed by a building that 
will protect the frame from cold 
north and west winds. Seed the 
cold frame with cool-season veg¬ 
etables. Depending on where you 
live, your cold frame will let you 
harvest spinach, mache, and kale 
right into winter!

History of Pendleton County: 
Notes Collected But Not Classified 


The history of Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty was written by Emma McClana- 
han Thompson in 1934 and was 
printed in several editions of The 
Falmouth Outlook beginning July 3, 
1988. 

Capt. James M. Wilson born at 
Falmouth in 1838. He enlisted at 
the first call served with rank of 
captain and breret major and was in 
the battles of Chickamauga, Look¬ 
out Mt., Missionary Ridge, and 
many others. He was in Atlanta 
campaign and was with first com¬ 
pany of troops to enter Savannah. 
After war he was a grocery merchant 
at Falmouth postmaster for 17 years 
under McKinley, Roosevelt and 
Taft. Mayor of Falmouth for 8 
years. Died in 1917. 

John Edwin Wilson, born at 
Williamstown in 1867, received his 
education at Falmouth and his 

M. D. degree f rom Medical College 
of Ohio in 1888. He is the second 
oldest physician in Falmouth and 
Pendleotn County. At present he is 
the oldest acting physician. He 
served as County Health Officer for 
12 years, organizer and first chair¬ 
man of Pendleton Chapter of Amer¬ 
ican Red Cross during World War, 
leader in prohibition movement in 
Pendleton County. At present 
mayor of Falmouth. 

Sam T. Hauser, born Oct. 10, 

1833 in Falmouth. Educated in 
schools of state. Went to Missouri in 

1834 and was a civil engineer on 
Missouri Pacific Railway and 
Northern Pacific Railway. In 1863 
explored Lewis and Clark route 
down the Yellowstone. 1865 he and 

N. P. Langford opened bank in Vir¬ 
ginia City, Montana and also erect¬ 
ed first furnace ever operated in that 
territory. Was actively interested in 
stocks and mining and various other 
enterprises. Name identified with 
the development of state of Mon¬ 
tana. In 1885 appointed by Presi¬ 
dent Cleveland as governor of Mon¬ 
tana in which capacity he served 
two years. 

Major Wheeler lived on Flour 
Creek, east of Butler. Later moved 
to Falmouth and ran a wool cording 
factory for a number of years. His 
daughter was either killed or seri¬ 
ously injured in the factory. Never 
much written about Major Wheeler 
but he was a useful man in the 
county at that time. 


Dr. N.B. Chipman was born in 
Grant County. Educated at Harris¬ 
burg College and Lebanon Normal 
College. Received his degree from 
College of Medicine, Cincinnati in 
1876. Moved to Falmouth in 1890 
where he followed his profession. 
He was a great tobacco dealer, annu¬ 
ally handling about 100,000 pounds 
of tobacco which he marketed in 
Cincinnati. He was the owner of the 
Old Tub Fowler Distillery. He was a 
director of the Citizens Bank and 
served one or two terms in the legis¬ 
lature and was one of the wealthiest 
men in the county. Has since died. 

Mrs. Hattie S. Orr was born in 
Lincoln County but lived a number 
of years in Pendleton. She was edu¬ 
cated at the Kentucky Female 
School at Midway. She served as 
county superintendent for two 
terms from 1898 to 1906. She was a 
most estimable woman in character, 
education and refinement. She is 
the only woman to serve in that 
capacity in Pendleton County. She 
attended all state educational gath¬ 
erings and took a prominent part in 
them. She was solicited to become a 
candidate for state superintendent 
but declined. 

Dr. J.H. Barbour came to Fal¬ 
mouth in 1848. He received his 
M.D. in 1852 and studied medicine 
under his brother, Dr. Daniel Bar¬ 
bour, one of the ablest authorities 
on medicine and surgery in his day. 
Dr. J.H. Barbour was one of the 
most remarkable me in Kentucky 
because of his retentive memory 
store of intelligent knowledge and 
his ability as physician and surgeon. 
From the beginning of his career Dr. 
Barbour stood at the head of his 
profession having served as post¬ 
surgeon during the Civil War, being 
called into consultation on many 
important cases both here and 
abroad. He was president of the 
County Board of Health, Medical 
Referee of Pendleton County Medi¬ 
cal Association and President of 
U.S. Board of Pension Examiners. 
As a delegate to the Chicago Con¬ 
vention in 1880 he was one of the 
"Big Four Kentuckians" who broke 
the "unit rule" and defeated a third 
nomination of U.S. Grant for the 
presidency. 

N.C. Ridgway moved to Pendle¬ 
ton County from Ohio in hi early 
thirties. He was one of the largest 


leaf tobacco dealers in the county. 
He handled an annual capacity of 
800,000 pounds and owned two 
large warehouses in Falmouth. He 
was mayor of Falmouth for three or 
four terms and president of the Fal¬ 
mouth Fair Co. He was an extensive 
landowner, always in favor of every 
good cause for the betterment of his 
town an county 

E.E. Barton, born in 1870 in 
Pendleton County. After his early 
education, he read law and was 
admitted to the bar in 1890, but 
preferred higher qualifications so 
entered the law department of 
Columbian University, Washington, 
D.C. graduating in 1892. During 
President Cleveland's last term, he 
served as Special Pension Agent, 
traveling in the northern and west¬ 
ern states and taking an active part 
in the unearthing of pension frauds. 
Resigning in 1897 he resumed the 
practice of law in the county, state 
and federal courts of Kentucky in 
which he met remarkable success. In 
November 1899 he was elected to 
lower House of State Legislature, 
re-elected in 1901 and was a promi¬ 
nent candidate for the Speakership. 
He was member of the Goeble- 
Taylor-Contest Board and other 
important committees of the last 
session. Owing to ill health he gave 
up the practice of law to become an 
extensive landowner and breeder of 
purebred cattle. He owned a seed 
store in Falmouth for years and was 
the best informed man on the cul¬ 
ture and growth of sweet clover in 
the county; he was also interested in 
bees and honey. 

Dr. H.C. Clark was born in 
1848. Read medicine under Dr. 
Barbour and graduated in 1874 
from the University of Cincinnati. 
He located in Bath County and 
practiced there five years. In 1880 
came to Falmouth and practiced 
until 1925. He has traveled 
extensively,has been a great reader 
and has taken an active interest in 
all the affairs of the town and coun¬ 
ty- 

C.F. Crecelius, dentist of Fal¬ 
mouth, has always taken an active 
interest in the politics of both the 
county and state. He was elected 
Secretary of State in 1912 and 
served four years. At present he is 
the outstanding dentist of the coun¬ 
ty

ACLU warns Kentucky schools to follow 
rules regarding Bible distribution

The state chapter of the Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union warned 
Kentucky school districts Tuesday 
Aug. 27 that they'll face a court chal¬ 
lenge if they don't start following 
federal guidelines on distributing 
Bibles to students. 

A letter dated Aug. 19 from 
ACLU staff attorney William Sharp 
said that despite past warnings, 
Bibles had been handed out by 
Gideons International in several ele¬ 
mentary schools as recently as last 
year. 

"Kentucky's public school offi¬ 
cials have, at best, suffered from 
inconsistent adherence to clearly 
established First Amendment limits 
upon government endorsement of 
religion in the classroom," Sharp 
wrote. 

In a phone interview Tuesday, 
Sharp said the intent was to stay out 
of court by encouraging districts to 
follow federal guidelines on the 


"Our previous attempts did not 
have the desired effect, so we decided 
to put the applicable law in writing 
and send it to all the superinten¬ 
dents," he said. 

The Establishment Clause of the 
U.S. Constitution prohibits govern¬ 
ment entities from favoring one reli¬ 
gion over another; therefore, public 
school educators who want to allow 
Bible distribution would also have to 
allow other religious groups to hand 
out their literature, such as Muslims 
handing out Qurans, Sharp said. 

Instead, the ACLU noted, indi¬ 
vidual teachers or principals some¬ 
times allow a group such as Gideons 
to enter classrooms and hand out 
Bibles without giving that opportu¬ 
nity to other groups. 

Earlier this year, the ACLU sent 
a request under the state's Open 
Records Act to every district in the 
state asking for each district's poli¬ 
cies and paperwork regarding out¬ 
side groups who speak or distribute 
materials to students.

The group found that 115 school 
districts don't have written policies 
about outside organizations coming 
to school during school hours and 
lack explicit criteria about distribu¬ 
tion of materials. 

The ACLU made several recom¬ 
mendations to districts, including 
making the superintendent the only 
official authorized to allow outside 
groups to distribute materials, and 
requiring those organizations to 
make requests to distribute materials 
in writing. 

The Kentucky School Boards 
Association also released a series of 
recommendations. The association 
noted that it is possible for a district 
to prohibit all outside groups from 
distributing materials, but such a 
move might be impractical because 
it would affect a wide variety of 
groups, including Girl Scouts, Boy 
Scouts and sports clubs. 

"Districts and school officials 
cannot engage in 'viewpoint dis¬ 
crimination,' in determining which 
materials to allow or prohibit," the 
association said. "In general, this 
refers to restricting the distribution 
of materials simply because the sub¬ 
ject matter is unpopular or contro¬ 
versial; because it expresses a particu¬ 
lar social, political, or religious mes¬ 
sage; or simply because school offi¬ 
cials disagree with the message." 

ACLU Executive Director 
Michael Aldridge said an investiga¬ 
tion by the group found that Gide¬ 
ons International had "exploited 
district's lack of a centralized deci¬ 
sion-maker for these types of requests 
by specifically instructing its mem¬ 
bers to seek approval for their in¬ 
school Bible distribution efforts at 
the lowest level of authority." 

Jeff Pack, a spokesman for Gide¬ 
ons International in Nashville, said 
the group's policy is to approach 
individual school boards and "follow 
whatever direction they give us. We 
always go through the school board." 

Logan County Superintendent 
Marshall Kemp said his district has 
allowed Gideons to hand out Bibles 
in the past, "but we probably won't 
in the future. 

"Schools are not supposed to 
support one religion over another 
and I understand that, but in the 
past it was a resource for students 
who wanted them," he said. 

No other religious group has ever 
requested permission to pass out 
materials, Kemp said, "but if we 
allowed one, we would have to allow 
others."

School districts to screen incoming 
kindergarteners for key learning skills 


Within the first few weeks of 
school, every Kentucky kindergar¬ 
tener is being screened for school 
readiness - the results of which will 
provide a vast amount of valuable 
information to assist teachers, 
schools, families, child care provid¬ 
ers and preschools in preparing Ken¬ 
tucky’s youngest students for suc¬ 
cess. 

Governor Steve Beshear, First 
Lady Jane Beshear and Education 
Commissioner Terry Flolliday 
announced that every school district 
will utilize the Brigance Kindergar¬ 
ten Screener, a tool used by many 
states to gauge a child’s preparedness 
for school. During last year’s pilot 
program, 109 school districts volun¬ 
tarily used the screener, which helps 
teachers and schools target the best 
ways to meet the needs of each child 
in the classroom. 

“Kentucky is proud to be imple¬ 
menting a common kindergarten 
screener that considers the whole 
child,” said Gov. Beshear. “With the 
implementation of the screener, we 
will now have data to inform and 
build upon the work in early child¬ 
hood that has taken place in Ken¬ 
tucky for more than 20 years.” 

“As a former teacher, I under¬ 
stand how getting to know a stu¬ 
dent’s needs and abilities early in the 
school year can make a big differ¬ 
ence in helping that child to suc¬ 
ceed,” said Mrs. Beshear. “This 
screener can quickly show teachers 
each student’s starting point’, and 
lesson plans and teaching styles can 
be molded to maximize their effec¬ 
tiveness. This will be a wonderful 
tool not only for the schools, but for 
families as well.” 

The Governor, First Lady and 
Commissioner made today’s 
announcement at Frankfort’s Early 
Learning Village, which has a full- 
day kindergarten program. The 
school is using the screener for the 
first time this year. Most kindergar¬ 
teners were screened at a registration 
day before school began. 


How the screener works 

The screener is not a test or entrance 
exam for kindergarten, nor does it 
determine a child’s placement in a 
classroom. Age is the only require¬ 
ment to attend kindergarten in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

The screener lasts about 20 min¬ 
utes and provides a snapshot of the 
child’s current development and 
abilities. The student doesn’t have to 
leave the classroom, and the screen¬ 
ed are administered by an adult the 
child knows, such as a teacher or 
certified elementary school person¬ 
nel. 

Students will be asked to per¬ 
form tasks such as drawing a person 
or identifying body parts like ankles 
or shoulders. They will be asked if 
they know their first and last names, 
their age, and the alphabet. Some 
may be asked to count as high as 
they can, or to stand on one foot. 
Each of these screening questions 
helps indicate the child’s awareness, 
motor skills, engagement, and other 
skills. A student cannot “fail” the 
screener. 

Parents will also be asked to fill 
out a form explaining their child’s 
habits and interests, which can pro¬ 
vide a more complete view of the 
student for the school. 

Data collected in the pilot dis¬ 
tricts last year indicates that a major¬ 
ity of children are socially and emo¬ 
tionally ready to succeed as they 
enter school. However, many stu¬ 
dents did not achieve at high levels 
in the cognitive, language and motor 
domains. 

“Based on last year’s data, only 
about 28 percent of students start 
kindergarten ready to succeed with¬ 
out additional supports,” said Edu¬ 
cation Commissioner Terry Holli¬ 
day. “We need to work with parents 
and early learning providers to bet¬ 
ter ready students for school and in 
turn our schools also must be ready 
to address student learning needs 
from day one to ensure students are 
successful and on track throughout 


school so they graduate college/ 
career-ready.” 

How screener info will be used 

Research shows that exposure to 
high-quality learning environments 
and developmental appropriate 
experiences from birth to five years 
old are critical for children to 
achieve success in kindergarten. 

Communities and school dis¬ 
tricts will utilize the screener data to 
enhance needed supports and 
resources for families and early 
childhood programs in the areas of 
cognitive, language and motor 
development for young children. 

Later this year, the screener data 
will be aggregated and reported 
publicly by district and county. This 
information will be used to inform 
decision-making about early child¬ 
hood systems and to identify state 
and local challenges in school readi¬ 
ness. Over time, this will allow dis¬ 
tricts to mobilize communities in 
targeting goals for families and stu¬ 
dents, and will also provide oppor¬ 
tunities to measure improvements 
with meaningful data. 

Preparing kids for kindergarten 

Families can help ensure their 
child will be ready by doing simple 
everyday activities such as reading 
with their children every day, 
encouraging curiosity, answering 
questions and having conversations 
with their child about the world 
around them, even if the children 
aren’t yet talking. It is never too early 
to start doing these activities. 

“Children who start school 
ready are more likely to graduate 
from high school ready for college or 
a career,” said Terry Tolan, executive 
director of the Governor’s Office of 
Early Childhood. “We are commit¬ 
ted to helping every child be ready 
to succeed when they arrive at kin¬ 
dergarten.”

Cabinet Office awards kynector grants 


The Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services’ Office of the Ken¬ 
tucky Health Benefit Exchange 
(KHBE) announced initial grant 
awards to agencies and organizations 
that will be known as “kynectors” to 
assist consumers who enroll for 
healthcare benefits through kynect, 
Kentucky’s Healthcare Connection. 
A second round of grants for certain 
geographic areas will be awarded 
later. 

“We’re pleased to have these 
important partners on board with us 
to help Kentuckians enroll through 
the kynect marketplace,” said CHFS 
Secretary Audrey Tayse Haynes. ‘As 
we approach Oct. 1, the start date 
for open enrollment, it is more 
important than ever that we be pre¬ 
pared to assist people across the state 
in navigating the new healthcare 
options that will be available to 
them, whether private insurance is 
the best option or they qualify for 
coverage under the Medicaid expan¬ 
sion.” 

The request-for-proposal (RFP) 
asked for applications from for-prof¬ 
it and nonprofit entities and com¬ 
munity and volunteer organizations 
with experience reaching Kentucky’s 
diverse populations to assist the 
Commonwealth in reaching the 
goal of expanding health benefit 
coverage throughout Kentucky. 
These contractors will help individ¬ 
uals and small businesses in Ken¬ 
tucky determine their health plan 
needs and assist them in choosing 
plans to meet those needs. 

Proposals were to target specific 
geographic areas, based on the state’s 
eight Medicaid regions. Competi¬ 
tive grant awards are being made to 
Community Action Kentucky 
(CAK) for regions 1, 2, 6 and 7 
totaling approximately $3.4 million 
and to the Kentuckiana Regional 
Planning Development Agency 
(KIPDA) for region 3 for $937,982. 

Funding is also being awarded to 
several agencies within the Cabinet 
that have established partnerships 


with local agencies, such as the 
Department for Public Health 
(DPH), the Department for Behav¬ 
ioral Health, Developmental and 
Intellectual Disabilities (BHDID), 
the Commission for Children with 
Special Health Care Needs 
(CCSHCN), the Family Youth 
Resources Services Centers 
(FRYSCs) and the Department of 
Aging and Independent Living 
(DAIL). 

The Cabinet announced that it 
would issue a second RFP in the 
near future to seek contractors in 
regions 4, 3 and 8. 

Duties of kynectors will include 
conducting public education activi¬ 
ties to raise awareness of health 
plans available through kynect; dis¬ 
tributing fair and impartial informa¬ 
tion about the available health plans; 
facilitating enrollment in health 
plans; and providing referrals to any 
applicable offices in the event of 
complaints and appeals. A kynector 
cannot receive any compensation or 
benefit directly or indirectly from 
any health insurance issuer or issuer 
of stop loss insurance in connection 
with the enrollment of any individ¬ 
ual or employee in a plan. 

In addition to kynector grants, 
other agencies and volunteers will be 
able to receive free training in 
becoming a certified application 
counselor. A form and instructions 
on how to participate with kynect as 
a certified application counselor will 
be available on the KHBE website 
no later than August 27. 

“As we continue our outreach 
and education efforts leading up to 
open enrollment, we are pleased that 
Community Action and KIPDA 
will be joining the exchange and 
other Cabinet agencies in getting 
the word out about kynect,” said 
Carrie Banahan, executive director 
of KHBE. “In addition to these 
kynectors grants, the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human Servic¬ 
es Health Resources and Services 
Administration recently awarded 


grants to 20 Health Centers to hire 
32 additional workers who will 
assist with enrollment, which will 
further complement these efforts.” 
The Affordable Care Act requires 
each state to create its own health 
benefit exchange or default to the 
federal government’s exchange sys¬ 
tem. Gov. Steve Beshear issued an 
executive order establishing the 
Office of the Kentucky Health Ben¬ 
efit Exchange in July 2012. 

Kentuckians can visit the 
exchange’s website at kynect.ky.gov 
or call l-855-4kynect (459-6328) to 
learn more about the program, 
which is expected to help more than 
640,000 uninsured Kentuckians get 
covered by private insurance plans 
or Medicaid and the Kentucky Chil¬ 
dren’s Health Insurance Program 
(KCHIP). 

Open enrollment for individu¬ 
als seeking to purchase insurance 
through kynect begins Oct. 1, 2013 
and runs through March 31, 2014, 
with coverage beginning as soon as 
Jan. 1, 2014. Open enrollment for 
small businesses also begins Oct. 1, 
2013, but businesses with 50 or 
fewer employees will be able to 
choose to enroll employees in plans 
offered through kynect at any point 
after that date. 

During open enrollment, Ken¬ 
tuckians will be able to compare and 
select insurance plans and find out if 
they qualify for programs like Med¬ 
icaid and KCHIP by using the 
kynect website, a toll-free contact 
center, a mail-in application or in 
person. Individuals will find out if 
they qualify for payment assistance 
and special discounts on deduct¬ 
ibles, copays and co-insurance, 
kynect will also be able to assist 
small businesses with enrolling their 
employees in health plans, and busi¬ 
nesses with fewer than 25 employees 
may qualify for tax credits.

K y. call center shares answers to most frequently 
asked questions about Affordable Care Act

A call center designed to help 
640,000 Kentuckians sign up for 
health insurance received 422 calls 
in its first week of operation. 

The call center was created as 
art of the Affordable Care Act, the 
ealth-care reform measure that 
requires nearly every American to 
have health insurance by March. In 
Kentucky, people can't sign up for 
coverage until Oct. 1 but the call 
center opened last week to answer 
questions and explain the process 
of enrolling in insurance. 

According to the state Cabinet 
for Health and Family services, 404 
calls were in English and 16 were in 
Spanish. When fully staffed with 
100 operators, the Lexington-based 
call center can handle 5,000 calls a 
day. 

Here are the most frequently 
asked questions with answers 
according to the state. 

Question: Can I enroll today? 
Or, I've just been dropped from my 
insurance, how can I enroll? 

Answer: Open enrollment 

begins Oct. 1, 2013, and runs 
through March 31, 2014. More 


information will be available as the 
October enrollment period gets 
closer. No insurance coverage 
becomes active until Jan. 1, 2014. 

Q: What are the metal level 
plans? 

A: All health plans will be clas¬ 
sified into four metal categories: 
Bronze, Silver, Gold and Platinum. 
As the metal level increases in 
value, so does the percentage of 
medical expenses that a plan will 
cover. 

For example, the platinum level 
plan will have the highest premium 
cost but it will also cover the high¬ 
est portion (about 90 percent) of 
the medical costs at the time of 
care. A bronze plan will cover about 
60 percent of medical costs and the 
Silver and Gold plans fall between 
Platinum and Bronze. 

Q: I want health insurance but 
I can't afford it. What can I do? 

A: By using the website Kynect. 
Ky.Gov, you may find that you are 
eligible to receive payment assis¬ 
tance or special discounts to help 
cover the costs of coverage. The 
website allows you to compare and 
select insurance plans, and find out 
if you qualify for subsidized pro¬ 
grams like Medicaid or KCHIP, the 


Kentucky Children's Health Insur¬ 
ance Program. 

Q: How much will my premi¬ 
um be? 

A: It's unclear now exactly how 
much premiums will be. There is a 
calculator at HealthBenefitEx- 
change.ky.gov that can provide an 
estimate. 

Q: Will my Medicare benefits 
be cut under the new law? 

A: No. The Patient Protection 
and Affordable Care Act does not 
eliminate or reduce benefits pro¬ 
vided under Medicare. In addition, 
those under 65 and on Medicare 
will not lose any benefits. Coverage 
will remain the same with some in 
this group receiving additional ben¬ 
efits under Part B. 

Got a question? 

The call center to answer ques¬ 
tions about the Kentucky insurance 
program created under Affordable 
Care Act, KyNect.Ky.Gov is up and 
running. 

Operators can answer questions 
about how to obtain insurance and 
insurance options. The number is 
1-855-459-6328. Hours are 8 a.m. 
to 7 p.m. Eastern time, Monday 
through Friday. Saturday hours will 
begin Oct. 1 with open enrollment.

Wildcats Soccer team loses key member 
to injury during opening week of season

Following her club's season

Pay attention. Be astonished. Tell about it. 


"Pay Attention. Be Aston¬ 
ished. Tell About it." [1] These 
were the opening words at a 
recent worship service I attended 
at the annual American Theo¬ 
logical Library Association con¬ 
ference in Charlotte, N.C. 
Leighton Ford used this excerpt 
from a Mary Oliver poem to 
preach a thought-provoking ser¬ 
mon entitled "God Is Paying 
Attention - Are We?" 

What about it, how often do 
we really pay attention, to any¬ 
thing? When was the last time 
you were truly astonished? If we 
are honest, in today's hyper- 
connected world of Twitter, 
Facebook, and Instagram, we tell 
about everything. These instant 
messaging tools encourage us to 
tell all, with no requirement for 
"paying attention and/or aston¬ 
ishment." 

Relax, this isn't a Luddite 


diatribe against technology. 
After all, I've written a blog 
entry on a laptop and these 
words are now posted on the 
Internet. Rather it is an invita¬ 
tion to consider how often we 
truly pay attention, why we 
might want to, and what is 
gained by the practice. 

There are many impediments 
to paying attention in our world 
that glorifies the art of multi¬ 
tasking and offers so many tools 
for doing it. Our smart phones 
allow us to not only make and 
receive calls, but to also check 
e-mail, search the Internet, listen 
to music, and be instantly 
updated - all options that require 
our attention. They encourage 
us to view the world through 
their screen instead of directly. 
What do we miss by viewing 
that four inch surface when we 
walk from one place to another; 


when we sit amid a group of 
people and choose to engage 
with the virtual and not the

Two years ago, Sean Hayden, 
a fellow in Vanderbilt's Theolo¬ 
gy and Practice Program, taught 
a seminar at Louisville Seminary 
on Wendell Berry - a rather 
famous Luddite. The course 
required that students take two 
technology sabbaticals, one of 
three days, the second a full 
week. During this sabbatical, we 
were asked to "briefly give up 
our addiction to technology. No 
Internet or computers (other 
than for school use, and then 
only if absolutely necessary), no 
TV, and no cell phones or simi¬ 
lar devices. The primary goal of 
the exercise was for us to learn a 
simple lesson about attention - 
and how it gets ruined." [2] 
Technology for many of the 
twelve students in the seminar 
was a way of life. I've likened 
their use of technology to being 
as essential to them as breathing 
is. Their feedback after surviving 
those days unplugged was very 
interesting. The biggest surprise? 
The realization of how much 
time they spend online. The 
realization that, "yes, technology 
does save one time with many 
tasks, but it often robs one of 
time by luring one to check out 
another web page, see what our 
friends are up to on Facebook, 
answer the latest e-mail that just 
came through, or check the lat¬ 
est gossip about our favorite 
celebrity." 


What about it? Is technology 
a tool that you control, or is it 
perhaps controlling you? I think 
too many forget that there is an 
off button. What if, instead of 
having everything on all the 
time, you only powered up when 
you needed to check on some¬ 
thing or perform a task? I often 
remind my completely wired 
twenty-three-year-old daughter 
that she has the power, she only 
has to exercise it. 

Think about it - what if you 
unplug and really pay attention 
to the person in front of you, the 
task at hand, or the ever chang¬ 
ing vista of the natural world. I 
predict that you will be aston¬ 
ished and that you won't be able 
to keep from telling about it. It's 
what happened at a worship 
service I attended in North Car¬ 
olina in June.

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The basics of stevia 


There’s been a lot of hype 
about stevia. Stevia is an extract 
of a shrub originating from 
South America and is also grown 
in India, South Korea and China. 

In 2008, the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration approved 
the use of refined stevia, called 
Rebiana or Reb A, as an additive 
in food and beverage products in 
the United States. Refined stevia 
is 200 to 300 times sweeter than 
sugar. The sweetener has no calo¬ 
ries, and studies have shown it 
does not cause a spike in blood- 
glucose levels, which may make 
it safe for diabetics. While it was 
only recently approved in the 
U.S., the Japanese have used ste¬ 
via in their diets for years. It was 
also recently approved for human 
consumption by the European 
Union and Canada. 

Since receiving approval from 
the FDA, many products con¬ 
taining processed and refined 
stevia have been released. Stevia 
is listed under many names 
including Stevia in the Raw, Sun 
Crystals, Pure Via, Enliten, 
Sweetleaf Sweetener and Truvia. 


While products containing 
stevia may seem like a perfect 
low-calorie option for those with 
a sweet tooth, no medical evi¬ 
dence exists to show that it aids 
in weight loss any more than 
artificial sweeteners, according to 
the Mayo Clinic. It can also 
cause mild side effects for con¬ 
sumers including nausea and the 
feeling of fullness. The FDA has 
not approved whole-leaf stevia or 
crude stevia for human con¬ 
sumption in its pure form yet 
due to concerns about its effect 
on blood sugar levels, and the 
renal, reproductive and the car¬ 
diovascular systems. 

Like other sweeteners, prod¬ 
ucts containing stevia should be 
used in moderation. You should 
carefully read the labels of all 
food and drinks containing the 
product as they may include 
additional calories or carbohy¬ 
drates from other ingredients.

Comer launches new mobile science 
units to teach kids about agriculture 


Kentucky students will use a 
dazzling array of high-tech 
instruments to learn about agri¬ 
culture when the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture’s two 
new Mobile Science Activity 
Centers (MSAC) hit the roads 
this fall. 

Agriculture Commissioner 
James Comer officially launched 
the new units in a ceremony dur¬ 
ing the Kentucky State Fair at 
the Kentucky Exposition Center 
in Louisville. 

“Most school children are 
two, three, or more generations 
removed from the farm,” Com¬ 
missioner Comer said. “The 
Mobile Science Activity Centers 
enable kids to learn about agri¬ 
culture’s importance in our 
everyday lives. These new units 
will use the latest technology to 
capture the students’ attention 
and help them learn.” 

The MSACs travel to schools 
throughout the commonwealth 
to give students the opportunity 
to conduct scientific experiments 
related to agriculture using cur¬ 
rent educational standards and 
core content. The new MSACs 
are 44-foot trailers that each con¬ 
tain 11 iPads, a 70-inch LED 
monitor, and an all-in-one 
touchscreen desktop computer. 
Students will interact with the 
teacher using the iPads through 
Insight360 software. The mobile 
units contain internal generators; 
heating, ventilation, and air con¬ 
ditioning (HVAC) systems, and 
handicapped-accessible ramps. 

The mobile units are admin¬ 
istered by the Division of Agri¬ 
culture Education and Outreach 


in the Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture’s Office of Market¬ 
ing. 

The new MSACs were pur¬ 
chased and outfitted with sup¬ 
port from Kentucky Agriculture 
and Environment in the Class¬ 
room Inc.’s member partners: 
the AgriBusiness Association of 
Kentucky, Farm Credit Mid- 
America, the Kentucky Agricul¬ 
tural Development Fund, the 
Kentucky Beef Council, the 
Kentucky Cattlemen’s Associa¬ 
tion, the Kentucky Corn Grow¬ 
ers Association, the Kentucky 
Dairy Development Council, 
the Kentucky Equine Education 
Project, Kentucky Farm Bureau, 
the Kentucky Goat Producers 
Association, the Kentucky Horse 
Council, the Kentucky Pork Pro¬ 
ducers Association, the Kentucky 
Poultry Federation, the Ken¬ 
tucky Retail Federation, the 
Kentucky Sheep and Wool Pro¬ 
ducers Association, the Kentucky 
Small Grain Growers’ Associa¬ 
tion, the Kentucky Soybean 
Board, and the Kentucky Veteri¬ 
nary Medical Association. 

“This is a great example of a 
successful public-private sector 
partnership,” Commissioner 
Comer said. “With the help of 
our private partners, we will 
teach Kentucky’s kids why agri¬ 
culture matters to all of us.” 

The MSACs are booked for 
the next three school years.

The Amish Cook shares Easy 
Peach Custard Dessert Recipe

This week my husband Joe 
and the boys have been busy in 
the evenings trimming the fence 
rows. We have the posts, gates, 
and fence wire here to fence in 
the hay field. The horses and 
ponies will be glad to be back on 
pasture again. We put our pasture 
field into beans this year. Eventu¬ 
ally we will want to put it back 
into a hayfield. We were going to 
put corn in that field but the 
farmer has seed corn across the 
road. Field corn has to be a cer¬ 
tain distance away from seed 
corn. The farmer offered to trade 
us corn for beans. 

We had quite a rude awaken¬ 
ing around 2:30 a.m. one morn¬ 
ing. A guy knocked at our door 
telling us our horses and ponies 
are out on the road. Everyone got 
dressed and grabbed flashlights. 
The men in the truck helped by 
driving down the road to shine 
their headlights for us.
